T0KI0, July 26,— The 
is­ 
land of Yezo, in the most north­ 
erly group, was shaken today 
by continuous earthquakes and 
by a terrific eruption of Mount 
Usu, a volcano near the south­ 
ern 
coast, 
Eight 
thousand 
persons are fleeing inland to 
escape the showers of boiling 
water and hot mud pouring 
from the volcano’s vitals, 
Usu Bay, one among 
the 
largest and best harbors in the 
world ( is now a shallow bight, 
The upheaval of the bottom 
has left the water only four 
fathoms deep, 
Although several 
cables 
connect 
Yezo with Hondo Island where Tokio 
is located, all 
communication 
has 
been disrupted and it is feared the 
cables have parted as a result of sub­ 
marine disturbance. 
Few details as to the loss of life 
have been obtainable. 
It Is 
feared 
m any persons living on the mountain 
sides have perished. 
W arships have 
been dispatched to the island. 
The eruption of Usu was preceded 
by a series of earthquakes last Friday. 
Saturday Usu vomited 
smoke 
and 
flame. 
Interior 
explosions 
ripped 
great chasms and 
fissures 
in 
the 
mountainside, but on Sunday rivers 
of burning mud welled over the cra­ 
ter and swept toward the valleys and 
wooden houses in the mountain vil­ 
lages were engulfed. 
W hen the erup­ 
tion began all vessels in Usu 
Bay 
moved to a supposedly safe distance, 
tout wh en th e crater’s head blew off, 
the bay’s floor rose, forcing the wa­ 
ters a great distance inland, carrying 
th e v essels on its crest an d stranding 
them on high ground. 


LATER R E PO R TS INDICATE 
COLLAPSING OF MOUNTAIN 
TO K IO , 
Ju ly 26.— Later dispatches 
indicate that the mountain is collops- 
ing on all sides. The belief is express­ 
ed that the mountav* w ill be levelled 
It is estimated that Yezo has felt one 
hundred and eighty-four shocks since 
the disturbance began. 
Although every effort 
has 
been 
made to re-establisa communication it 
is impossible to hear from Hakodate 
the biggest city in the island, with a 
population of about ninety thousand. 
It is feared the city has suffered from 
quakes. 
The government is prepar­ 
ing to rush supplies on transports to 
Yezo ports. 
Awaiting an official report of the 
situation from the officers of the bat­ 
tleships now proceeding to Yezo un­ 
der forced draft, orders 
have 
been 
sent to the prefectures of Yezo com­ 
manding all supplies, to give food and 
shelter to the refugees. 
M ilitary of­ 
ficials have been instructed to assume 
control of the situation and aid all 
civ il authorities. 
The war office here, 
however, is uncertain whether the or­ 
ders will reach their destination
